Fron Mr. Kynnerley’s Administration 
Report on Penang it appears that during the 
year 192 there was a decrease of $10.794 nader 
special expens:s, and of $20.126 unier works and 
buildings, and also thit the actual revenn) 
exceeded the estimate by 118,526 while the 
expenditure was $395,3)2 under the estima'e. 
In other words the sattlomeat is more than half 
a million better off than it hoped to be. -The 
actual revenue for ‘the year was $2,387,474 as 
compared with 2,221,914 in 1901, showing an 
increase of $115,560, while the expenditure— 
exclusive of Crown Agents’ paymentsa—amount- 
ed to $1,836,306, as against $1,810,254 in 1901, 
being an increase of $26,052. On the 
expendinne side there are an increase of 
359,516 under personal emoluments and 
exchanged compensation allowances, due to 
the fall in exchange, and $39,041 under 
roads, streets, b:idges. On the reveque side 
stamps exceeded the estimate by '$83,177. 
Personal emolaments, other charges, and 
pensions were largely balow tho estimate; 
and under works and buildings, special services, 
the estimate exceeded the actual expenditure by 
$201,344. The stamp revenue was $274,715 as 
agoinst $179,148 in 1991. 

The steady growth of'tho shipping in Straits 
waters is evidenced by the fact that there was 
an incre.se in the tonuage of vessels visiting 
the port of 167,874 tons, while the total value 
of the importa in 1902 was $79,358,895 against : 
$63,716,747 in 1901, an increase of nearly 
$14,000,000, while imports from the United 
‘Kingdom show an inorease of over one million 
dollars, frem British oolonies over five million 
and from foreign countries over nine 
million. The imports from other Settlements 
decreas.d by half a millio1 dollars Imports 
from the following places in millions of 
dollars were:—Perak 203, Hongkong 12,- 
United Kingdom 63, Siamese Western States 
(including Kedah 1?)

The present Bill, however, if passed in its 


present shape, will render the tithe of every 
successful claimant or his assigace insecure, by 


giving the Crown a retrospective right of appeal 


in every single cuse right back to the first 
decision of the Land Court. which was delivered 
over two years ago. 


Moreover, the present Bill does not even stop 
there, for it coufers upon the Crown a 
right of appeal which extends into the dim 
and distant future, inasmuch as it exacts that 
the Chief Justice may at any time grant 
the Crown leave to-appeal; and I maintain 
that such an unrestricted right of appeal is 
(1) unfai:, and (2) prejudicial to the iuterests 
of the Crown itself as well as to the interests of 
successful claimants. 

In support of the proposition that such a 
right of appeal, unlimited as to time, is 
unfair, I would point out that by Section 16 of 
the Land Court Ordinance 19vV any claimant 
who is dissatisfied with the decision of the Land 
Court has only fourteen days within which to 
appeal. . 

In support of the proposition that such a 
right of appeal is prejadicial to the interests of 
the Crown as well as of successful claimants, I 
would point out that the result of allowing the 
Crown an unlimited time for appealing would 
be that no title to land in the New Territories 
would ever be settled and secure and nobody 
would be safe in investing in or expending 
money upon land in the New Territories, because 
nobody would be certain that the Crown might 
not in the future appeal from and upset the 
judgment of the Land Court, 

Yet another point in which the proposed Bill 
is unfair is that it gives the Crown the right to 
appeal from any decision of the Land Court, 
whereas by Section 16 of the Land Court 
Ordinance 1960 no claimant has aright of appeal 
unless the Land Court certifies that the value of 
the claim is over $5,000. 

Yet again the Bill is unfair in that it grants 
leave to the Crown to appeal from any decision 
of the Land Court, whereas by Section 14 of the 
Land Court Ordinance 1900, the decision of 
the Land Court as to the amount of com- 
pensation would be final as against a claimant. 

In conclusion I would beg leave to make the 


| following suggestiovs for the consideration of 


His Excellency the Governor, namely :— 

1. That there are such grave risks of unfairly 
damaging vested interests by making the Crown's 
proposed right of appeal retrospettive that, 
although the Government may not be altogether 
satisfied with two or three past decisions of the 
Land Court, it is pr-ferable, upon the balance 
of public convenience and public good, not to 
adopt such an unusual course as to give a 
retrospective, right of appeal which would extend 
back for over two years and would render in- 
secure the title to every single claim to land 
which has been allowed by the Land Court.

THE PREVENTION OF CRUELTY 
TO ANIMALS. 


TO THE EDITOR CF THE “DATLY| PRESS.” 
Hongkong, 24th July. 


S1a,—From time to time notices] appear in — 


the local Press of cases of cruelty to animals, 
and wa have only too good reason far believing 
that whatever the actual merits or demerits 
of each individual cis» brought; to the 
notice of the public may be. a yery great 
amount of uanecessary* and ensily prevent- 
able crueltz takes place in our midst. For 
some time past enquiries have been made 
privately with a view to the formation of a 
local society for the prevention of|cruelty to 


animals, but progress has been | impossible 
owing to the difficulty in finding someone 
with sufficient leisure to undgetake the 
duties of ‘secretary. That a nead exists 
for such a society will, I |think, be 
generally admitted—this more jreadily so 
when is remamberéd the good work done 
by the Royal Society at bome. |If such a 
society is needed in Great Britain where for 
so many years past public sentiment has been 


educated to consider the humaue treatment of 
animals, how much more must this be the case 
in a community such as this, largely composed 
of ignorant .lower-class natives who neither by 
association nor training are restrained from the 
infliclion of suffering upon dumb cteation ? 

I feel convinced from the sympathy already 
expressed in various quarters that 4 soviety for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals will meet 
with the required support, once! a definite 
scheme is put before the pubic.| and I am 
encouraged in the belief that our Chinese friends 
will also readily join in the movement from the 
fact that charitable persons in the] interior of 
China found and maintain asylums for ownerless 
and sick animals. I now thereforé venture to 
urge this question upon public notice through 
the local Press, and to ask those interested to 
to take the matter up withont delay in order 
that ai society may be formed for the protection. 
of our dumb friends. 

While asking assistance from the public we 
must not ignore the good work done by the 
Government, which is fully alive to the necessity 
for putting down all forms of cruelty to animals, 
and the amp’e provision to deal with this evil 
provided for by the law ; but as we) know how 
greatly this good work is supplemented elso- 
where by similar institutions we wonld. wish to 
seo in our Colony alike society. Ijfeel sure it 
only needs a little energy on our part for us to 
do here what is being so worthily done in other 
parts of the Empire.—Yours, etc., ;

His Lordship said—This is an action brought 
on behalf of the owners of the fishing junk, Sun 
Kwong Hop, a junk of some 6') tons, against 
the China and Manila steamship Rubs, for 
damages for a collision which — occa 
about 3.30 or a little later, on the morning of 
the 9th February, 1908, between Putoi and the 
Lema Islands. The collision resulted in the 
loss of the junk and the death, by| drowning, of 
several of the persons on board. At the time of 
the occurrence the Rubf was on her w 
Hongkong from Manila, and the junk, w 
had come from Maceo, and |had reac 
Chung Chin Island, about seven o’cleck the

The second 
charge was that he received $17 from the same 
guild, The third charge was that on 24th 
December he received tivo separate sums 
amounting to $150 from {wo masters of a shop. 
Shortly before Christmas the guild cal'ed ao 
meeting and in consequence of thut meeting 
the two masters drew $150 guild money, went 
to defeudant’s house and gave him the money, 
at the same time presenting him with some 
capons and other birds as Christmas presents. 
Now a person could not receive presents from 
persons against whom he had to enforce 
certain restrictions. without there being an 
intention on the part of the givers to influ- 
ence him in their favour; and the [napector 
could not have been unaware of the intention 
with which these were given. About Chrisfmas 
time the poultry guild of the Central Market 
also -held a meeting and consequently one 
Ip Cheong went to the Inspector sud asked 
him what he would like for o Christmas 
present:’ Ip Cheong would tell the Court 
that defendant said—‘Give me the money 
and I will buy something for myself.” Ip 
Cheong reported this at another meeting of 
the guild-and was authorised to pny the 
Inspector Sl16U. The money was pnt in an 
envelope addressed to defandant -and on the 
afternoon of Christmas Day was given to him 
in his house by Ip Cheong in company with two 
other men. 

Evidence was then called. 

A. Gibson, veterinary surgeon, who has 
sanitary control of the markets, was the first 
witness, He deposed that defendant took 
charge of the markets on Ist May, 1902. His 
salary was $236 a month. His duties were to 
see the markets kept clean and the bye laws 
carried out. The European overseer and 
scavenging coolies were under his charge. He 
had also t> sea to the enforcement of the laws 
with regard to food adulteration and to prosecute 
if witness decided that a prosecution should 
take place. Rule 421 of the General Orders 
probibited any public servant from accepting 
presents. 

Cross-oxamiued by Mr. ¢ lade—These charges 
were first brought about the 17th June. Witness 
took up the pssition of veterinary surgeon 
towards the end of April last year. His duties 
brought him into close touch with defendant who 
was under his immediate orders. 
defendant's work. Defendant carried ont bis 
duties well. Since he bad been in charge of 
the markets the bye-laws of the markets had 
been rigorously enforced. So fur as he had 
seen there had been no favour showa. It was 
a fair deecription of the defendant to call him 
a zealous and (nergetic officer; that was so far 
as he knew. Of his onn knowledge he had 
noticed a difference iu the state of the markets 
during the time defendant was Inspector ; the 
markets were kept cleaner and the stall- 
holders complied better with the bye-laws, 
Tn the case of trivial offences on the part of stall- 
holders it was defendant's custom to warn them. 
Defendaut had verbally reported to him this 

eax cases of people in the markets offering him 
teibes: About the beginning of Jane he made 
an official report to the effect that an envelope 
containing $100 along with some other presents 
had been left. at his house, while he was out, by 
some poultry-dealers from the market. This 
report, was forwarded to tho Secretary of the 
Sanitary Board, and he understood, was inveati- 
gated by tLe police. There were no resul(s so 
far as he knew of these enquiries. In the end 
of May, in order to degl with plague in the 
markets, defendant was instructed to svize any 
dying fowls and send them up for examination. 
A number—first of all from the Western 
Market—wag picked out by him and a large 
proportion twas found to be infected, in con- 
sequence of which the poultry section was dis- 
infected about 27th May. After that it was
